How Irritation Will Help. 


Irrigation will aid the country in one 


particular which is not commonly kept in 
mind. 
At the present moment there is a 


strong drift of fanners across tho line Into 
Canada. Jag. J. Hill of the Croat Northern 
railroad estimates that 162,000 settlers 
were carried by tba Northern railway linen 
between January 1, 1902 and the be- 
ginning of June. As he figures, 67,000 of 
these have located west of North Dakota's 
western boundary—in Montana, Idaho, 
Washington and Oregon—and 26,000 have 
gone into Manitoba. 


The drift 
across 
the 
international 


boundary has been under way for a year 
or two, according to the indication*, but 
it is in far larger volume now than at any 
pevious time. 
The loss of these 25,000 


settlers in the first five months of 1902 is 
something which ought to attract a little 
attention from the country. These per- 
sons evidently suppose that they will have 
advantages across the line which they can 
not get on our side. Of course, one of 
the reasons why the country has not been 
able to hold them is that the quantity of 
cheap and fertile lands is getting smaller 
with great rapidity. 


Theoretically, there are many hundreds 


of mil lions of acres of government land 
still to be had in the United States, but 
most of this ie in the arid region, and it 
can not be utilized in any Important de- 
gree for agricultural puposes except by 
irrigation. Private enterprise has done 
much irrigating in the past twenty yean, 
but it can not do much more in that di- 
rection at the present time. The states 
will be willing to do this, perhaps, if the 
government would give them the lands, 
but even the states could not do it as 
easily and satisfactorily as could the 
national government. 
There are in the 


arid section of the country, which extends 
from the 100th meridian onward to tho 
Cascade mountains, somewhere about 60,- 
000,000 acres which can be rendered high- 
ly productive by irrigation. 
The act 


which will start in operation this reclatna 
tion of the arid lands will at once go Tnto 
effect. 
As a means of holding Americans 


in America it ie essential that this law be 
put Into effect as fast and as far as prac- 
ticable. 
Let us make our wild lands so 


attractive that no American farmers will 
cross the line to locate.—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. _____________

n the town is tho Cold Spring Bleaching 
and Finishing Works, which wero moved 
xi Yardloy from Frankford in May, 1900. 
Theodore C. Search is president of tho 
company, and O. W. White, treasurer. 
The plant employs about fifty bands, 
mostly adults, and utilizes a one-story 
etoiio building 200x75 foot. Beside this 
.here is a wing for tho engine room and 
receiving department and a largo carpen- 
ter shop a snfo distance from tho main 
(juilding. 
Tho factory bleaches and fin- 


ishes all kinds of cotton goods for the 
manufacturers in that lino and is in 
charge of R. I. Tobey. 


The immense flour aud feed mill of the 


Yuraloy Mills Company, Incorporated, is 
one of tho show places of the town. It 
was 01 iginally started in 1769 by the an- 
cestor of the present timo Yardleys, and 
the farmers for miles around for years 
used to have their cereals ground there. 
In 18!>0 the old mill was destroyed by fire 
and tho present commodious structure 
erected at once. The officers of the com- 
pany consist of Edward M. Twining, pres- 
ident; Algernon J. Cadwallader, secretary, 
and T. S. Oadwallader, treasurer. 


The mill is still run by water power and 


the overflow goes into Lake Afton, which 
adorns the borough. 


One of the most interesting and at the 


same time profitable business enterprises 
of the placo is the "broiler factory" of 
Edward Twining. 
Mr. Twining has the 


finest poultry plant in this section of tho 
country and his rapidly graving business 
is a refutation of the oft-heard remark 
that "chickens don't pay." He bes In 
the borough about two acres of ground 
which is covered with tbo brooding hous- 
es, laying pens, incubator house and other 
nocesnary buildings. 
His incubator room 


is equipped principally with the "Star" 
incubators and has a capacity of 6,000 
chiekfl each hatch. Tho yard Is dotted 
with the "Star" five dollar brooders and 
there are about 2,000 chickens of various 
ages about the place. 


These broilers are sold in New York at a 


very profitable figure and are mainly whito 
Wyandottes with a good percentage of 
Barred Plymouth Rocks. 


Tbo electric light plant furnishes power 


to the trolley road and Incandescent elec- 
tric lighting for Yardley and Morrisvillo, 
while the bright little weekly newspaper, 
"The Yardley Review," does iu share in 
giving publicity to the affairs of the town.

The notion qf a great and powerful 


corporation in taking the luw Into its own 
hands (ind attempting to settle by physi- 
cal strength a question that should be de- 
termine d in an orderly manner by the 
courts, has boon pertinently commented 
unon by the Doylestown Republican. Rc- 


rfln*! the disturbance thut occurred ut 


Oroydon two weeks ago, that papor edi- 
torially says: 


A few years ago a number ol Kalians 


employed in this country by a railway cor- 
poration assembled in angry mood to de- 
mand wages honestly earned but withheld 
by the company. 
They committed no 


act of • iolence but it was deemed wine to 
disperse them which was done by a Sher- 
iff's posse at an expense of some $800 to 
tho county. The Italians were arrested 
and a number of them were confined in 
the county jail to await trial. The riot 
act wax read and there was the usual talk 
about the danger resulting from unre- 
stricted immigration. And we are hear- 
ing at the present time a great deal about 
the dispostion of labor classes to resort to 
lawlustmess and riot when at war with em- 
ployer*. Bnt when oar corporations want 
something done that cannot be accomp- 
lished by legal process in the required 
time, they do not hesitate to resort to the 
very tiling they condemn in labor when it 
seeks l>y violence to protect what it con- 
ceives to be Us rights. At Oroydon the 
other day. Supervisors or Superintendents 
of two corporator, each with a body of 
workingmen to support him, engaged in a 
pitcheit battle on disputed ground. 
The 


nowspnper accounts of the affair state 
that a railroad Supervisor telegraphed to 
those higher in authority and shortly 
thereafter a wrecking train was on hand 
with 200 men and the tight began. One 
man in authority was In a fnir way to be 
brained by an angry laborer and a eubord 
Inate who came to his assistance had his 
arm broken by the blow intended fo his 
superior's head. 
Had these Italians en- 


gaged in this riotous demonstration to 
settle one of their own disputes they 
would have been arrested and sent to jail. 
But because influential corporations are 
involved tho matter is not considered in a 
seriontt light. But what must the influ- 
ence upon these ignorant foroignors event- 
ually be if this practice of ordering them 
out like troops to engage in combat it 
continued? It is a rather dangerous ex- 
periment, to say tho least. 
They are 


sufficiently intelligent to know that this 
sort of thing is lawlessness pure and 
simple. Those upon whom the attack was 
made may not have been in the right, but 
tho all acking party knew that they were 
violating tho law in resorting to violence 
to preserve their rights, especially when 
they employed an irresponsible body of 
men tu engage in an indiscriminate tight. 
As stated, it IB a bad example to set be- 
fore these laborers. The first false im 
pression they will receive is that the law 
is a respecter of persons and once imbued 
with tlmt notion their regard for law will 
cease. The matter of surprise is that the 
intelligent and far-seeing men at the houd 
of those great corporations fail to see that 
this method of settling disputes eetab 
lishes un exceeding dangerous precedent 
from which they may in time suffer seri- 
ous damage. The law affords them every 
protection and they have no more right to 
step buyond its pale than has the humbl 
ost laborer in their service. 


• Gracious, goodnosil 
And now comes a 


real live Democrat of Doylestown with 
the complaint that his party is the victim 
of "slates" and "bosses." Bowed by the 
weight of "boilerplate," tho Doylestown 
organ of tho asthcnic party, has been rais- 
ing itti feeble head and attempting to con- 
vince tho people that their rights are be- 
ing usurped by Republican ringstcrs who 
hold secret conclaves and determine who 
shall and who shall not be candidates for 
office. 
While the 
Daily 
Democrat's 


fevered anxiety regarding the manage 
ment of the Republican party is causing 
much amusement, its own household is 
sadly in need of being put in order. 
In a 


interview published in the Intelligencer a 
Democrat who is declared to bo "all wool 
and a yard wide," registers the following 
complaint: 


There's a chance'for our party to win 


this fall, if they use ordinary judgment. 
But it they want to meet the Republicans 
on tho samo basis they must not expect 
the Democrats, who own themselves, to 
roll ui> their sleeves and help elect any 
slate. It is evident thbt several of the 
men who happen to hold some power and 
are looked up to ae louaors want to dictate 
the nominations on the Democratic ticket. 
It has come to such a pass that a man 
with the ambition to run for office must 
now nek a certain clique whether or not it 
is advisable for him to be a candidate be- 
fore he announces himself. 
I believe in 


the selection of the best men, not the 
favorites of any clique. We talk of reform 
—ballot reform, by the way, is all right— 
but reform in party methods cannot bo 
secured by putting up a "slate" to defeat 
a Republican "slate." 


Senator Patterson made a great tirade 


against the provision of the Philippines 
bill, which he claimed would allow of 
tho operation of large plantations on the 
island*. The bill very properly, we be- 
lieve, makes It possible for an organized 
compaay to secure title to sufficient land 
to operate a large plantation, by a right- 
of-purchase lease, but the final title de- 
pends upon the actual cultivation and im- 
provement of the land. This is peciiely 
what the islands need most—that Ameri- 
can enterprise should go into them and 
establish plantations which would bring 
thither capital, 
transportation, and in- 


dustry. But after all the whole matter, 
even under the restrictions provided by 
the act, Is left within the discertion and 
judgment of the Philippine Commission 
under the President. In the meantime, 
the natives have the preference In the die- 
position of the public lands, and, as a 
matter of fact, there are thousands of 
acres of reservations today known as 
barios near each town, of absolutely free 
land, where any native can go and squat 
and made his home forever. While he is 
so zealously guarding the natives from the 
rapacity of the white man, Senator Pat- 
teson should not overlook the fact that 
what will bring the greatest prosperity 
and most assured peace to the islands is 
the advent of American capital and in- 
dustry, assuring good wages, the creation 
of taxable property, and cheap transporta- 
tion for farm products. 


President Rooseielt's penchant for tak- 


ing outdoor exercise is no illusion. Horse- 
back riding and tramping are the favorite 
model. He goes on such trips in clothes 
that have seen serivce, and he returns in 
a condition ot dust and perspiration such 
as no President has ever before durin g 
this generation. Shortly before leaving 
Washington for his Fourth of July oration 
at Pittsburg be took a long country tramp 
with General Wood and Col. Scott. As 
the three men came out of the temporary 
White House to start on their walk, the 
President noticed that General Wood was 
wearing a pair of spotless white duck 
trousers and immaculate starched linen. 
"Why, General, yon must be ashamed of 
us" the President remarked with a laugh. 
General Wood's trousers, however, did not 
interfere with his long, swinging strides, 
and he set the pace for the President and 
Colonel Scott as they started off for two 
hours across hill and dale. 


The anti-Imperialists have not been 


falling over themselves in their efforts to 
take account of the number of people 
whose lives have been saved in the Philip- 
pines through compulsory sanity measures 
—vaccination, stamping out the bubonic 
plaeuo, etc. 


If we are to believe that political poet 


and idealist, the Hon. Henri Watterson, 
star-eyed goddess, the Democracy is the 
only thing now standing between the 
country and a yawning, abyssmal chasm. 
It would be unfortunate for the Demo- 
crats in the country should happen to 
surge over a bit. 


There has been some little quiet groom- 


Ing among the Democratic leaders for the 
Speakership of the House should that 
body through any fatal volcanic disturb- 
ance become Democratic next year. 
In 


this connection the Honorable J. D. Rich- 
ardson believes that be would be entitled 
to that honor. He did his best, he says 
he did, to stir up something scandalous 
for a campaign issue—he did his best. 


Secretary Moody, of the Navy Depart-

Young Bruce was fitted for college at 


Phillips-Exeter Academy. 
He enterec 


Harvard in the fall of 1899. 
He attracted 


attention by winning the Ooubertin meda' 
offered Harvard students by the Baron 
Coubertin, of Paris, to stimulate interest 
in the problems of French politics. 


The story of his Christian name is in- 


teresting. 
When his father first entered 


the Senate Chamber 
no one at first 


appeared to conduct him to the Vice-Presi- 
dent's chair to have him sworn in. 
Sena- 


tor 
Conkling 
realized the 
situation, 


jumped up, and, taking the negro by the 
arm, escorted him to the Vice-President's 
desk and stood sponsor for him as it were. 
That act made a lasting impression on 
Blanche E. Bruce, and when his son was 
born he named him after the famous Sen- 
ator from New York. 


Bruce will bacome a teacher at Tuske- 


gee.

Guffey and Pattison have planned to 
avoid the Singerly mistake of 1894, and 
instead of rending the mountains for 
Democratic principles they will proclaim 
against 
Republican "imperialism" and 


Republican policies, and it is current be- 
lief that the more Pattison talks on that 
line the more and more will Guffey's 
chances for a seat in the United States 
Senate shrin* and wither like a beautiful 
and fragrant flower of hothouse culture 
exposed to the cruel frosts of November.

A WELL KNOWN OFFICIAL. 


CnARLES SAXTON, CIII1F OP TUB BRISTOL I'O- 


LICE DEI'AUTMKMT—TWKNT1-HJI1R YKAKS IN 
SERVICE AS GUARDIAN OF THE PEACE. 
The subject of this sketch, Charles Sax- 


ton, has had an eventful career as an offi- 
cer of the law, and during his long term 
as a guardian of the peace in Bristol has 
had many -exciting experiences. 
With a 


natural instinct for tho detection of crime 
and the tracing of criminals, a man utter- 
ly without personal fear, of cool uud cal- 
culating judgment, Chief Saxton Is well 
know in police circles of the State as an 
officer of ability, courage and tenacity. 


For twenty-four years Mr. Saxton has 


served the borough in the official capacity 
of constable and police officer. 
He was 


born in Milestown, on the Old York Road, 
in 1842. 
When six weeks old his family 


moved into Germantown, and later caire 
to Bristol. In 1863 his family moved to 
Michigan, but Charles, then a young man, 
stayed in Bristol and continued at his 
trade as a shoemaker, which occupation 
he quit to go to work at the old forge, 
which formerly stood at the corner of 
Buckley street and the Forge road, where 
for two years he operated a sixteen pound 
slsdge. His next occupation was that of 
a harness maker, working with Joseph 
Wright, on Mill street, where Douglass" 
barber shop is now. 


On January 8, 1878, Mr. Saxton's career 


as a police officer really began, when he 
made application to council for appoint- 
ment as night roundsman, to succeed 
Anthony Thorp, who had resigned. James 
M. Slack was then Burgess and the presid- 
ing officer of council. There were three 
other candidates for the position and a 
fight was tho result. The other aspirants 
for the place were George Bailey, Demo- 
crat, and Joel Soov and Stephen Hibbs, 
Republicans. Saxton was victorious in the 
contest, and held the position until the 
next 
year, 
when 
the 
borough 
was 


divided into wards and he was then 
elected constable of the First ward. Tbo 
following year, 1880, he was chosen High 
constable, which position he held until 
the organization of the police force in 1888 
at which time he was made chief of the 
department, which position he has held 
continuously to the present time, with tho 
exception of a period of about 
four 


months, a number of years ago when Levi 
Johnson was elected chief, but who soon 
resigned and Saxton was again put at the 
head.

In the early eighties Bristol had a bad 


reputation at home and abroad on account 
of 
its

disturbances, street 


brawls and fights, and the present chief 
figured in many scraps that men with less 
fear than he would hesitate to enter.

CHIEF or POLIOS o» THB BonocoH OF BKIBTOL. 


About six o'clock, one evening in 187 


as he was passing down Pond srteet his a 
tention was attracted to a violent disturb- 
ance that was in progress under an old 
gum tree upon the site where Leedom's 
mill now stands. Upon going over Con- 
stable Saxton found that a gang of tramps 
was engaged in a deadly brawl. Knives 
were flashing in the air and blood was 
flowing from several wounded victims. 
Saxton rushed into the ciowd and grabbed 
one who seemed to be the leader, and 
called for help from men going home 
from work from the mills. 
As a result 


eight of the ringleaders were arrested. 


Upon severol occasions the subject of 


this sketch has been shot at by fleeing 
criminals, but, fortunately, has escaped 
injury. 
At 2 o'clock in the morning a 


number of years ago a shot was aimed at 
him while in the neighborhood of the gas 
house. 
And one night in 1882 while pur- 


suing burglars who had entered the resi- 
dence of Henry Bailey, three shots were 
fired at the pursuing officer. 
Three men 


with bundlles under their arms were 
chased down Walnut street and up Pond 
street. One of the men dodged into an 
open gate at DeWitt'e and Saxton there 
captured him. 


He was again the target for bullets up- 


on one occasion when passing up Wood 
street at night when six tramps were 
routed out of the cellar-way which leads 
into the basement of what is now the store 
of Johnson Brothers. 
The tramps were 


chased and aa they ran they turned and 
fired upon their pursuer. 


Hand to hand conflicts with rioters in 


the old boating days on the canal were of 
almost daily occurances, and frequently 
the officer came out of the mix-up in a 
battered condition. 


The Chief, when in a reminiscent mood, 


can spin stories from actual experience 
by the hour, as he has frequently done to 
the Gazette's representative. 
Many of 


his experiences have been humorous but 
all give phases of human nature. 
From 


murders to the petty neigborhood quar- 
rels, the whole calendar of crime and in- 
fractions of the law has filtered through 
the hands of Bristol's able Chief of 
Police.

The moth eaten and threadbare jokes 


about the eipenslve hats for women in 
oomparison'wlth the democratic headgear 
of the men of a 'family mnit be laid away 
(or auntie. For many yean there hai 
been little change In the prices of men's 
straw hats. The regular article ranged 
from $1.50 to *5, with bargain counter 
variations . The man who waits for bar- 
gains ant! I the season is well advanced 
Is rewarded by securing "first class 
article'" from a huckster's wagon at 60 
cents. 


Bat this summer has brought a new 


straw hat condition, because of the popu- 
larity of the Panama. 
In discussing the 


matter a hat dealer said that the Panama 
hat habit was an outgrowth of expansion. 
"Our people have been going to the trop- 
ical possessions of late, be said, "and the 
big, light straw hat, which are called 
'Panama' because they come from any 
old place down south eicept Panama, are 
among the souvenirs which they bring 
back with them. One person in a family 
baring one of these hats made tho others 
want tho same kind, and in that way 
little orders became large ones, hats wore 
made in large qualities for 'Yankee 
trade,' and the Panama hat habit became 
established." 


FROM ECUADOR. 


The chief shipping point for Panama 


hats is Guayaquil, and it was on the order 
of a merchant at that point that the first 
South American hats of the Alpine shape 
wore made. Before 1897 all of these hats 
were of the shapeless sombrero shape, 
with a crease across the top of tho crown. 
The shape has been improved, but the 
method of making the hats is the same as 
it was many years ago, when they received 
the name, "Panama," because they came 
by way of that place to tho United States 
a id other distant countries. The material 
used in Mie making of Panama straw hats 
is tho screw palm, called by naturalists 
Oarludovlca palmata. It is of the palm 
family, and Is described by Charles R. 
Dodge, expert for the United States on 
fibers, as follows1 


"It Is n stemloss species, common In 


shady places all over Panama and along 
the coast of Mew Grenada and Ecuador. 
The leaves pleated like a fan, are borne 
on three cornered stalks, six to fourteen 
feet high. They are about four feat 
In diameter and deeply cut into four or 
five divisions, each of which is again out. 
The leaves are gathered while young and 
and the parallel 
veins are 
removed, 


after which they are split Into shreds, but 
not separated at tho stalk end, and im- 
mersed In boiling water for a short time 
and bleached in the sun." 


WORK OF THE WEAVER. 


These strands are about a yard long 


and about a half Inch wide. Before they 
are ready for the braider they are rolled 
from either edge and become round, and 
then they are again pressed flat and are 
ready for tho weaver. In order to work 
tho material it must be dipped in water 
every tow minutes. If this is not done 
the strands become brittle and break. 
A hat to command a high price must be 
perfect, and in order that it may be so 
and have no loose strand, no broken part, 
the weavers never work in the hot hours of 
the day, and many of them ao their weav- 
ing only a? night, by candle light. 


A firs' ola..* hr,i, one of tho kind offered 


in this olty at the present time for $75, 
usually takes about six months to make, 
and when it comes here It Is shapeless, 
dirty and unsightly. Here It is cleaned 
and pressed into shape. The expert can 
tell by the ' button," the central point of 
the crown of the hat, where the weaver 
begins tho work, in which part of the 
country 
the 
hat was made. 
Every 


country has Its peculiar style, which in 
taught to the children when they begin 
to work. 
They practice on low grade 


material for years, and when they nave 
acquired sufficient skill they begin work 
with the better material, but it matters 
not what grade of hat they make, the 
"button" is always made in the same way. 


NAPOLEON'S PANAMA. 


One of the famous Paanma hats was 


worn by.Louls Napoleon some time in tho 
fifties. It had a great breadth of brim, 
and was firm In texture as silk, pliable 
and exceedingly light. 
The hat was 


valued at $500. It took a long time m 
those days to order merchandise from 
South America, and tho emperor had the 
satisfaction of possessing the only hat of 
the kind In Paris. But the next season 
the broad brimmed Panama hats were 
popular with persons who could afford to 
pay high prices for the luxury, and the 
same thing happened in Pails that has 
taken place here— straw hat makers put 
imitation hats on the market, and the 
original article suffered in popularity. 
The hat makers in Southern France and 
Italy flooded the country with "Panama" 
hats, and Napoleon III gave the fashion 
Us death stroke, by presenting his famous 
specimen to the head gardener of tne 
Tulleries. 


New Orleans was the American bond- 


quarters for the Panama hats before the 
Civil War, and the place where they were 
sold largely was tho French Market. In 
those days ice was sent to Havana in 
casks padded and packed with straw. The 
empty casks ware returned to New 
Orleans, and usually contained, besides 
the refuse straw, bundles of Panama 
bats, the profits in which were divided be- 
tween the shipper and the skipper who 
smuggled them into port. 


One of the finest specimens that ever 


came to New York was owned by a man 
who was one of the American agents of 
the Havana lottery.— New York Tribune.
